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Dear Editor: 

I am honored that you chose to share my 
letter with your SOUTHWESTER readers. For 
your information, my letter was faxed to Ward 
2 Councilman, Jack Evans, and also to Thomas 
D’Amato, President, Washington Waterfront 
Association; Gottlieb Simon, Advisory Neigh¬ 
borhood Commission; and Inspector Albert 
Broadbent, Commander, Metropolitan Police, 
District 1-D. Copies of the letter were hand- 
delivered to certain Southwest residents who are 
active in the community. 

Also, the beginning sentence of the first 
paragraph is missing from my letter in the June 
issue; therefore, I respectfully request that you 
print that paragraph in its entirety as follows: 

"The Southwest waterfront is currently under 
great stress. Unmanaged, nonrestricted traffic, 
poorly-designated parking and/or dumping of 
trash and'garbage all contribute to a situation 
that threatens to seriously degrade the quality of 
life of this area." 

The letter was signed by me and by forty-one 
other Southwest residents. Copies of signatures 
are available upon request. 

I am including a report on the current status 
of our efforts to bring stability to the Southwest 
neighborhoods: On May 8, with other Tiber 
Island residents, I met with the Washington 
Waterfront Association (WWA) to discuss the 
problems outlined in the letter. Listed below are 
some discussion items relevant to Southwest’s 
problems: 1. President D’Amato pledged to 
send a letter to the fish market requesting they 
cooperate with and assist the WWA in keeping 
the waterfront free of trash. 2. Also that the 
WWA would write a letter to Councilman Jack 
Evans to propose the meeting with the various 
agencies and officials, which was proposed by 
letter, as soon as possible. 3. Mr. D’Amato 
also announced that the WWA had sought and 
obtained bids for a university study to ascertain 
the extent of the parking problem and sugges¬ 
tions for solutions, since waterfront businesses 
have recognized it is a problem. 4. Sgt. Porter 
pledged the support of the 1st District Police. 5. 
It was announced during the meeting that 
30,000 signatures have been gathered oh a 
petition circulated earlier in Ward 2, allowing 
gambling on the Waterfront to be placed on the 
November ballot. 

The following day, Irv Gamza met with Lt. 
Medlock of the 1st District Police and they 
discussed the part of my letter that states my 
observations of the police presence on the wa¬ 
terfront. Lt. Medlock did pledge to increase the 
police presence immediately. 

The Fourth Street Neighborhood Group, 
during its May meeting, adopted a resolution 
accepting my letter and also created a Task 
Force, which I agreed to lead in pursuit of 
solutions to the Southwest’s problems which are 
outlined in my letter.

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Stories from the World 
Bank

When Thelma Jones, an employee of the 
World Band, began organizing visits for 6th 
graders from Amidon Elementary School to find 
out how the World Bank raised and managed its 
money, she set in motion an interesting part¬ 
nership. One of the Staff she asked to speak to 
the students developed role plays around the life 
of a little boy in Ghana, named Kofi, and a little 
girl in Peru, named Maria to help the students 
understand the challenges of development. 

Amidon Principal, Pauline S. Hamlette em¬ 
braced the idea and Art Instructor Beverly 
Carpenter supervised the eleven children who 
drew and painted the pictures of Kofi, his vil¬ 
lage and his family. Our local students’ work 
was published in a book of "Stories from the 
World Bank" published by Cobblestone Publish¬ 
ing of New Hampshire in December 1995. The 
three story book is titled "Meet Kofi, Maria and 
Sunita: Family life in Ghana, Peru, and India." 

Since then our local students have been 
congratulated and honored for their work on 
three occasion. First, the World Band organized 
a reception at which Mark Malloch Brown, Vice 
President of External Affairs praised the won¬ 
derful pictures and presented Mrs. Hamlette 
with a plaque. The plaque reads: Award of 
Appreciation presented to students of Amidon 
Elementary School: Whittni Brown, Sandra 
Burgos, Milton Costeri, Michelle Edwards, Eric 
Green, Jamal Jones, Joi Nash, Carla Norde, 
Ingrid Pena, Jovan Washington, Christopher 
Zigler, and Mrs Beverly Carpenter for illus¬ 
trating "Kofi’s Folks." 

Several weeks later, Amidon School held an 
assembly in honor of the illustrators. The 
school was honored to have among the VIP 
guests Board Superintendent Franklin L. Smith 
and Ward II School Board Representative Ann 
Wilcox. Dr. Smith, on being presented with an 
autographed copy of the book by World Bank 
official Tim Cullen, was full of praise for the 
students’ team spirit and magnificent artwork. 
Ms. Simmons, author of the text, also praised 
the students for a job well-done. She said that 
when she thinks of :Kofi’s Folks" she thinks of 
the students of Amidon School. Not just because 
they produced the wonderful pictures, but be¬ 
cause she first thought up the stories for Ami- 
don’s Young Investor’s Club visitors. 

More than a dozen Southwest civic leaders 
attended the Amidon Assembly. Among them 
was SWNA president Beryl Rice who was 
inspired to invite the students and Ms. Simmons 
to talk about the project at SWNA’s Annual 
Meeting. Ms. Simmons gave a summary of the 
stories in the book and described how Amidon 
had become involved. One of the talented illus¬ 
trators, Jamal Jones, described each picture as 
Mrs. Carpenter and Mrs.Jones displayed large 
copies of the colorful pictures. 

The book includes two other charming sto¬ 
ries; one about Maria in Peru and another about 
Sunita in India that are illustrated by children in 
New York and Chicago, respectively. While the 


book does not earn money for the author or the 
World Bank, the royalties are going to a fine 
cause; they are donated to the Lewis T. Preston 
Program for Girls which provides funding so 
that girls from poor families in the developing 
world can go to school. 


Amidon School and the Southwest communi¬ 
ty can take pride in their students for bringing 
the world a little closer together and winning 
the hearts of Southwest residents and all who 
read it. The book recently won an award from 
the Education Press.

Two new urban ‘missioners’ have come to 
Southwest. On April 21, the Reverends Brian and 
and Ruth Hamilton were installed as co-pastors of 
the Westminster Presbyterian congregation, located 
in the contemporary White brick church at 4th and 
I. Reverend Ruth Hamilton is a third-generation 1 
Presbyterian minister with roots in New Mexico, i 
Arkansas, and Texas. Reverend Brian Hamilton! 
was raised in Maine with an American Baptist* 
heritage. Most of his adult life was spent in ! 
Philadelphia where he became a true ‘urbanphile.’ 
They have purchased a rowhouse on Carrollburg 
Place and are excited about living and working in 
the Southwest neighborhood. “Due to some health 
setbacks, we got off to a slow start after arriving 
in February, but God brought us through those 
challenges and we are ready to focus our renewed 
energy on the work at hand,” said Reverend Ruth. 1 
Both came from serving in much larger 
congregations in Detroit. They are stimulated by 
the density, activity, and beauty of DC. 
Wesminster is a great church. It has long stepped, 
out and welcomed all people regardless of gender,; 
race, economic class, or sexual preference. The’ 
church has particularly been a refuge for gays and! 
lesbians who found rejection in other 
congregations. That openness made Westminster a 
natural place for a ministry like Food & Friends to 
begin. (Food & Friends, which prepares and 
delivers meals to homebound persons with AIDS, 
worked out of the church basement for 10 years 
until moving to its new location in 1995). 

Unfortunately, not everybody is ready for 
such openness and inclusion and this perhaps is a 
reason the congregation has yet to reach its full 
potential. The Hamiltons are dedicated to reaching 
that potential through strong preaching, vital 
worship, outreach to families and individuals, and 
creative initiatives in economic development 
through technology and the arts. 

Westminster was started in 1853. It 
remained committed to Southwest through the 
radical change of urban renewal and their goal is 
to continue that unfinished renewal by building up 
the congregation into a truly gracious, affirming, 
justice-seeking community with a common 
commitment to spiritual growth for all who gather 
here and to making human life more human in the 
place God has planted us. They look forward to 
meeting more of their Southwest neighbors. The 
Hamiltons can be reached at the church, 484-7700 
400 I Street, S.W.

Her medical training enable 
her to witness medical miracles in which doctors 
mended serious wounds and helped little children 
deal with serious disabilities. 

The mother of two adult daughters, Gloria 
is rightfully proud. LaShawn works for the Coast 
Guard at Buzzard Point and Rhonda, or Missy, j 
(who worked at Food & Friends during her last I 
year of High School) is a double major at Towson 
State. 

This spring, Gloria’s contribution to our 
community was recognized by the Southwest 
Neighborhood Assembly. With the Syphax 
President, Collene Williams, her duties include 
meetings with the Resident Council and other 
tenants, walking the property to ensure good 
maintenance and upkeep, supporting the work of 
the resident manager, Marsha Ridley, so Syphax is 
a good place to live. She- is heading an effort to 
hold concerts and other entertainment in their j 
courtyard this summer. I 

When you meet Gloria on the street, it will 
probably be with six to ten children trailing after 
her. She is one to whom the kids to with their 
problems and their hunger. As youth director, she 
does amazing things for the children without funds 
- she walks them to the waterfront, takes them on 
outings to the Zoo (when Metro fare can be 
arranged) and has arranged picnics in the courtyard 
of their apartment complex. With Mary Ann Bailer 
and the Adopt-a-Block program, the young people 
participate in cleanups and have adopted a block. 

Gloria would like to have a room at Syphax 
for children and youth, and more playgrounds and, 
better landscaping throughout Southwest. She 
believes little children have problems which are 
just as difficult as those of older youth. However, 
paying attention and caring while children are 
young can help them to solve their problems and 
grow healthier and stronger. 

When she thinks of our whole Southwest 
community, her wish is for more cooperation 
between individuals and organizations. 

We salute this citizen who is working for 
her community!
